Mr. Thomas Kitchin, mining broker 
of this uity, returned on WedneBiiay 
from It viHit to AUierni, wliero lie vibited 
aeveriil of the mininj; i)ropi;rtius of tlio 
district. He is delighted with tlio jjros- 
pedts and the country, and buiieves the 
seution ia progreasing rapidly. When 
asked for an account of iiia trip he 
eaiil ; 

" 1 left hei'O liy tlie Btti^'e on I''riiiav, 
iirriviii;.; ;il -Vlberni on Siitiu'tliiy tit two 
o'clock, iinil iiu'eltii^r thei-e iniuiy old 
frienilH iinil uUierd wishful to niiikc the 
;icqn;iintiiiu!i! of a man who thi^y were 
told coiihl l)rinf; their claiiiiH before the 
notice of the inventing' jjiihlie Ijotli here 
and in the Old Oounlry. (.-ireetini^gover 
and arraii>;in^ to meet them later, J 
foiiiul my way to the court houee in which 
iH llu! recording,' office, where I liad 
the jileaaure of U lengthy chat 
with i\Ir. Thomas Fletcher, the 
genial };old commissioner for the Alhor- 
ni district, from whom I gathered ranch 
useful information. The evenini; passetl 
I)leasantly 'with chats and biisiiieHa itr- 
ranneinents made with many honest 
iiiinerH and iiro.^iiectora, of wliicii there 
were (itiile ii iiuinljer who come to .^I- 
bei'iiioi! .Saturdity ninlit to i,'et their let- 
ters and Kpend jiart of Sunday before re- 
tiirniiii.' to the minea. 

Sunday moniiiifr 1 chartered .Mr. Geo. 
Ilufr's steam launch and away westeam- 
for Ciranite creek. Ariiviiif? there we 
climbed the iiioiintaina and inHpected 
the various claims en route, incliidintj 
the well known Star of the West, a claim 
on which considerable work has been 
done and which shows up well. Going 
up we met a gang of some dozen men 
who Have been doing assessment aud 
other work on several other claims 
some five or six miles hif^her up, and 
jiulfiint; from the specimens they 
brought down 1 eay, as others 
have told me, that t he district outside 
the railway belt will not disaiijioint 
those who have ])inned their faith on it. 

Leaving; liere abunt five o'clock we 
reached Alberni after dark. Then to 
lied, but not to sleep, and up betimes. 
Ne.xt niorniii},' we took a sulky out to 
Debeau-'s cabin — lieg his pardon, hotel ; 
for if you want to keep in Debeau's 
'^oo'\ graces you must not call it a cabin 
on Mineral hill, the distance, only 12 
miles, owing to the bad condition of the 
road taking some four hours to cover. 
After lunch away we climbed up to the 
Alberni and other mines, visiting on the 
way the Duke of York hydraulic claim. 
Here, indeed, it looks like business, wit h 
the monitors working and making the 
dirt fly and no mistake. The Duke will 
make fortunes for its enterprising own- 
ers. 

From there we went to the Constance 
claim, u[ Boiiie liOO acre?, where jj./od 
work has been done to prove the rich- 
ness of the claim, and if ihe ne^otiatiuna 
now iiendinj; end satisfactorily, this 
claim will prove itself, as old jilacer 
miners call it, one of the richest any- 
where. Next to the Constance is the 
Cataract, which will also be he;ird from, 
as, I was told, Mr. Hainbridiie's trip to 
'I'Visco had resulted in secui'in^; ample 
capital to energetically work the same. 

The s'ghtof the Alberni niinewidl re- 
paid the trouble of the climb. The 70 
lout shaft and the 100 foot tunnel dis- 
closes a vein some I I inches wide that 
actually doe.s assay up to ^f."), 000 to the 
ton. This rich pay streak is Imiindcd on 
both sides by iihiuil ten leet of the pret- 
tiest lookinu iiiiaitzite which assays 
about If llJ a ton. 'I'be diaiiiond drill ia 
on the H|Kjt anil was to have bi.'cu in ac- 
tive operation that same afternoon. 

Keturninj; we visited, amongst otiicrs, 
the Mouiitaiti Rose, where there is as 
cood a showing as njan could wish to 
have, free gold being visible to a largo 
extent. Here we had supper, with the 
former owner and genial miner, Mr. 
William Campbell, borrowing a candle 
before we left, not to go to bed witli, but 
to light us down the trail, it now bein<; 
nearly pitch dark. The evening spent in 
the tents around about, and then to bed 
on the soft boards in tlie dining room of 
Debeau's cabin, wrap[)ed in a blanket 
but not in the arms of Morpheua, for 
sleep there was none. C-ilad when day- 
light came wo were up belimi-H and 
climbed the steepeHt trail of all, visiting 
those splendid (dainiH, thi! Maid of the 
Hills, Two to One and Kej^ina nroiip, on 
which much to the credit of Messrs. 
llovelainie, McKinnou and Moio, and I 
hope and believe for their benefit, much 
good work has been done to the value of 
thousands of doUare in sinking shafts 
and running tunnels on the numurous 
rich ledges these claims conluia. Here 
we dined on the UBual good miners' fare 
of pork and beans. After farewells we 
start for homo and are back at Alberni 
at dusk. 

I could say much about what I bavo 
seen and the amount of information J 
gained from one and another, for I did 
not spend an idle minute, but it would 
fill pages. I would say, however, squarely 
and honestly, that every place I visited 



'l found ftdly equal to or better than 
rejiresonted to me previously, There is 
an amount of work done there that is 
inost creditable and to prove their faith 
in the district the miners are putting in 
good works on their own claims and at 
most I visited are building themselves 
good substantial log cabins, as they in- 
tend to work the winter through. This 
to me does and to those who read this 
should speak volumes. Alberni and dis- 
trict is all right. No other camn, I think, 
could make a better showing in so short 
a time — certainly not a richer. 

I aiii back to Nanalmo after a pleasant 
drive in the com|)any of Mr. (ioini,', C.K., 
a travelling comijaiiion worth meeting, 
who has iieen spending the last three 
inontha surveying claitna, aiid from 
whom 1 gained much valuahle informa- 
tion. In concliiaioii I may say that if 
our moneyed men on the lalanil," instead 
of aendinu' their money to theKootenay, 
would invest in the niines nearer houle 
I am sure the result would be equallv 
satisfactory.

WELL AND TEULY L.4.ID. 

The Premier Places in Position the Last 
Stone of the Parliament 
Buildings. 

An interesting little ceremony was 
hold at noon yesterday, when Hon. .1. 
li. Turner, premier of "the i)rovinco, laid 
the last stone of the handsome new pro- 
vincial buildings. Some months ago it 
Hoinowliat siniilarevenl took place when 
the last stone of the administrative 
block was placed in jjositioii, while yes- 
terday saw complotetl the stone work of 
the whole magnilicent pile that stands 
on the shores of James Bay, the stone 
the I'remier declaring to ho well and 
truly laid being the last in 
the east wing, to be known in 
future its the •' museum block." As- 
sembled on the platform were a number 
of guests invited by the contractors, 
Messrs. ^McGregor & Jeeves, among them 
Hon. J. H. Turner, premier of the pro- 
vince; Chief Justice Davie, Hon. G. li. 
Martin, chief commissioner of lands and 
works; Messrs. R. P. Rithet, M.P.I'.; 
11. Dallas Helmcken, M.P.P;; John 
Ibiiden, M.P.P.; F. M. Rattenbury, 
architect of the buildings; 10. C. Howell, 
clerk of works; W. S. Ciore, deputy 
commissioner of lands and works, and a 
numher of other gentlemen. Several 
photographs of ttio scene were 
taken by Mr. Fleming, and 
then the stone that hiiiii,' on 
the derrick chains was lowered into 
place and the I'remier declared it well 
and truly laid, In a small receptacle be- 
neath the stone were placed the various 
silver coins of the Dominion aud a piece 
of ore from the Mink claim, Santa Maria 
island, presented by Mr. Braden, one of 
the owners of the claim. 

In proposing the health of the con- 
tractors and the architect, Hon. Mr. 
Turner alluded in complimentary terms 
to those engaged on the build- 
ings, and gave merited ))raige 
to the high quality of the work 
and to the si)lendid design that has been 
so successfully carried out. lie expressed 
the pleasure be felt in laying this the 
last stone of the group of huildings, and 
announced that the government would, 
in accordance with an old English cus- 
tom, invite the employes on the work to 
a dinner to be given in a few days, the 
exact date to be settled on Monday. 

On behalf of himself and the other 
contractors, Mr. James Baker thanked 
the Premier for having at their invita- 
tion laid the crowning stone of the work. 
Mr. Baker alluded in special terms of 
]>raise to the architect, Mr. Rattenbury, 
and Mr. Howell, su|)erintendent of 
works. Mr. .Jeeves also brielly replied 
on behalf of the contractors, and the 
ceremony was closed by the Chief Jus- 
tice, who in a few idthy remarks con- 
gratulated the coiitracturs on havini; 
BO euccessfiiUy carried out the mason 
work of the undertaking, which had 
been iniiuirurated when he was premier 
of the province. 

There is everj* probability that the 
next session of the legislature will be 
held in the new building, but, never- 
theless, the whole structure will not be 
completed for ten months or a year yet. 



The civic inquiry into the defects of 
the North Ward school building bids 
fair to be decidedly long and tedious, 
for the mass of detail and technical 
points which have to be explained to 
make the intitter properly intelligible to 
the technically uninitiated takes up a 
great ileal of time. The special com- 
mittee of the council sat from L' till after 
5 o'clock yesterday afternoon hearing 
the evidence of Mr. W. Ridgwav Wilson, 
and at adjournment had not completed 
his examination. 

Mr. Wilson atitted that he had been 
engaged as an architect by the sidiotd 
hoard in August to examine the North 
Ward school huilding,anil by nieansof the 
plans and by blackbi.iard' diagrams he 
explained the conditi jn in which he had 
found the structure. Vinl of all he had 
noticed that the east wall Inilgcd out in 
two places at the toj) some two or three 
inches, and on investigating the roof he 
had found that the diagonal prop or 
brace of the roof truss rested on the wall 
and shoved it out. The details of the 
plans called for bolts to brace this diag- 
onal but they had not been put in the 
building. The end of the diagonal was 



UNION PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

Report of the Government Directors on. Its 

Position. 

New York, Sept. 18. — The report of 
the government directors of the Union 
Pacific railway for the fiscal year ending 
Juno ;iO sliows gross earnings of ^11,00S- 
384, a decreaseof .^515, 189; ojjorating ex- 
penees, ^S,7(ir),.'ji)L', decrease of ^()50,b'30; 
surplus, $1, 730,(170, an increase of $77,010. 
The directors' rejiort of the physical con- 
dition of the projiortv is excellent. The 
report says regarding the negotiations 
for settlement of the government debt: 
•'Our representatives on the committees 
charged with a reorganization of the 
property may aomewliat later in the 
year assume a more definite attitude 
and detine more clearly the part they 
are willing to take in reaching a satis- 
factory adjustment of the government 
claim." It is estimated on certain con- 
ditions that a supplementary report 
with recommendations may be filed." 

PENNSYLVANIA STORMS. 

Many Buildings in Ruins and a Man Killed 
by Lightning, 



PuiLADBLPHiA, Sept. J8. — ^Tho wind, 
hail and rain which swept the eastern 
part of Pennsylvania last night was the 
most severe that has visited that section 
for a long time. Scoreii of builil- 
ings were imioofed, some utterly 
ruined. Thousands of panes of 
window glasB and many skylights 
were shattered, and apple and other 
late crops were almost aestroved. The 
storm was most severe in Cheater, Mont- 
gomery, Berks, Bucks, Lehigh and Ly- 
coming counties. In the vicinity of Hat- 
field, Montgomery county, about thirty 
houees and barns were unroofed, and 
the grist mills of George Snyder wore 
totally wrecked. Near "W'illiaiiiBport 
George Weikel, a farmer, was killed by 
lightning. A portion of the Williams- 
port rolling mills was-blown down. 



not resting as was shown in the sectional 
plans, where be believed that the inten- 
tion was to have bolted the end of the 

diagonal on the main floor beam. As a 
matter of fact, however, the plans of 
the floor hoaniB did not place 
them under the truss — an evident over- 
sight on the part of the architect; it 
was therefore impossible to bolt the end 
of the diagonal on the floor hcaine. Not 
having proper support and owing to 
shrinkage the diagonal was thrust out 
and therefore ailected the wall. There 
should liiive been no deviation from the 
plans by the contractor without instruc- 
tions from the architect. Such instruc- 
tions miuht not always bo in writing, 
but it was in the interest of the con- 
tractor to get written instructions for his 
own protection. In such an important 
matter as deciding to leave out the bolts 
which were shown on the plan as fasten- 
ing the diagonal he woula certainly, if 
he were the architect of a building, give 
written instructions to the con- 
tractors. The truss tie heam as 
shown on the plans was iiiiio inches 
thick, whoreas in the building it wag 
composed of three throe-inch ])iece8 fast- 
ened together. Tbe witness saw no ob- 
jection to this, indeed the tlireo pieces 
were better if they wore properly bolted 
together and long enough, hut they were 
not. These beams were only spiked to- 
gether, and he would not have allowed 
such a beam to have been used. Besides, 
the trues braces were not very well fitted 
at the ends, and therefore would not be as 
strong as if they fitted snugly. He did 
not think that the style of truss used 
with diagonal braces was as gocd as a 
higher truss. He did not like the use 
of the diagonal braces as he thought 
they were not a source of strength. 
These braces he had removed and had 
placed posts beneath tbe roof and rest- 
ing on the inside brick walls, to take 
oirtho weiuhl and relieve the girders. 
These double steel girders on which 
reated the roof were according to the 
specilicationa, but he had found that 
they had L'O tons weight on them while 
tliey were calculated to bear hut 17 tons.. 
One of these girders had sagged >',) of au 
inch, but that would not make any prac- 
tical dili'erence in its strength. He had 
by placing in the posts already spoken 
of, relieved these girders of half the 
strain upon tliem. Another matter that 
he found was that the roof sheeting was 
not nailed jiroperly as called for in the 
specifications, lie had found the main 
walls of the building well arranged, good 
and strong. The witness expressed the 
opinion that it would not be right for the 
school board to have received recom- 
mendations troin the clerk of the works 
and to hiive acted on them without re- 
ference to tbe architect. Any recom- 
mendatioiia should have gone through 
tlio architect. This was in answer to a 
question by Aid. Macmillan as to whe- 
ther the board should have ignored the 
architect by accepting a recommenda- 
tion from the clerk of the works during 
the erection of the building as to in- 
creasing the thickness of the walls. The 
recommendation on the Same subject 
sent in by the building inspector was a 
difTerent thing, as the inspector was a 
public officer. The clerk of the works, 
on the other hand, was only the subor- 
dinate of the architect. 

Turning next to the condition of the 
stairways, Mr. Wilson pointed out that 
while the apecifications called for car- 
riages and strongly construclod stair- 
ways, the lower flights of steiis had 
neither carriages nor blockiuL', and the 
upper stairways were not properly sup- 
ported, as tbe trimmers which held up 
tbe head of the stairs were merely 
nailed at the ends instead of being se- 
curely supported. On the upper stair- 
ways, too, the carriages were badly fit- 
ted and in some cases were too short 
and had been pieced. 

At this point it was decided to ad- 
journ the inquiry until Tuesday even- 
ing, when the committee meets at the 
city hall at 7 :30,

VANCouvKit.Sept. 19.— A gang of safe- 
blowers havfi been bourdinu in tlio loult- 
up at the city's e.^penso lately until sui;h 
a time as evidence nuKht be brought 
against tliem. They were committed for 
six months as " vftKH." Although con- 
fined but for a week two attempca have 
been mude to escape by members of the 
gang. Last night one of them, who gave 
the name of Smilh, Hucceeded in getting 
clear away, lie played off sick and waa 
allowed to remain in the jail yard while 
his compaiiiouH -.vero at v/ork. Daring 
hifi .■(inlhieineut he had probably langheii 
at tlie iiisei'urily of the city prison and 
tlio ease with which ;i inun could escape 
if loft aliMu: lon<_' eiuingli. Smitli has 
illustrated the folly of tlie city 
continuing to lock u|> <langei()iis char- 
acters and exi)erieneetl criminals heliind 
the little shack known as the city hall. 
Smiili made his etcape by 8imi)ly tear- 
'ing his blanket into three strips ami at- 
taching a piece of wire to the end of the 
blanket belied a whitewasli brush tothi' 
end of the wire. He then threw the 
brush over the fence ;uk1 pulled the wire 
through the crack, thus nuiking a ladder 
by which lie cli 111 lied to liberty.

were consigning a (juaiititv of nitrate to 
him to be sold to the farmers of British 
Columbia at a nominal cost as an ex- 
periment. 

Mr. Skeen, rejireaenting the Board of 
Trade, stated that in his opinion much 
of tlie land in British Columbia, outside 
the Delta, needed such a fertilizer as 
Cliili could export. 

Mr. Nosae, Japanese consul, referred 
to the fact that eighteen nations had 
now signed or signified their intention 
to sign the most favored nations treaty 
with Japan, and what they had been 
Struggling for for 30 years had come to 
pass. He had no doubt a similar treaty 
Would besigned between Ohinaand .lapan 
before long. Mr. Nosse in answer to u 
question that the impression that Kng- 
land had not signed the treaty for fier- 
self and colonies was entertained by 
many who were siguuifi: the anti-Ja[ian- 
es" petition on that understanding, said 
that the treaty had been signed on the 
same day that the K nglisli transjiort was 
sunk during the late Oriental unpleas- 
antness. 

Mellon congratulated Mr. Morris 
on behalf of Spain, and referred to the 
irony of fate in being called upon to con- 
gratulate a country which had cut away 
from its mother's apron-stringa. 

Mr. McFarlane congratulated Mr. 
Morris on behalf of Hawaii ; Mr. Cam- 
ille .lordan on behalf of France; Mr. 
Wulfssolin on behalf of Germany; Mr. 
Mctiuillan on behalf of Ecuador; Mr. 
Scholield, assistant U.S. consul, on be- 
half of the United States; while Mayor 
Collins, as representing the city, made 
some felicitous remarks and referred to 
the iinantity of lumber sent from this 
jiort to Chili. .Mr. McXab, as represent- 
ing the Dominion g(jvernment, referred 
to the interest created in Chili, while 
Capt. Van Hurtuian as well as all the 
guests present took occasion to congratu- 
late Chili on having go able and ellicient 
a consul to represent tbsni at the port of

The SmeUerat Trail— Boundary Creek Tlie 
Cariboo Dividenil-Caiiiuli.ui Inves- 
tors on the Lookout. 

[Krom the Spokane Spokesnmii Ueview.] 
1). S. Fotheringbam, of Trail, who is 
connected with tbe smelter at that place, 
says .vlien completed tbe plant will be 
as'nearlv perfect as is possible. The new 
blast lurnaco is 86x100, and will double 
the c.ipacity of the works. The smelter 
is now treating 180 tons of ore daily ; 
w ith the new furnaces it can handle 350 
tons. 

There i.s now being received at tin.' 
smelter a'lout IHO tons of ore daily; ui 
this 100 t'lns is for treatment and St) tons 
is beim; sy,(ired for use when the railway 
may hi lilock'ided this winter. 

" What of the camps in your imnieili- 
ate y-cinily'' " he was asked. 

" 1 iiear good reports from tlii^ Sove- 
reign and other claims in the vic:inity of 
Trail, but I have not visited them for 
some time. The Waterloo district, on 
the east side of the Columbia between 
Kobson and Trail, is coming rapidly to 
the front.

There can be no excuse for the Ar- 
menian revolutionists.

A UDA CIO US CliliriNALS. 

The newanapers that came by the last 

English mail contain a detailed account 
of tlie riots and massacres in Constant! 
noi)le. Tlio disturbance was conimunced 
by the Armenians. The audacity of 
tliese men is most amazing. A handful 
of Armenians in a Turkish city umlor 
took in the open day to take possesaion 
of a great bank. They, some time be- 
fore, had secretly placed explosives in 
the building. They skilfully posted 
their men, and when the time for action 
came they took tlie ljuilding by surprise. 
The bank otHcials did not olVer any re- 
sistance. They ded as soon as tlie alarm 
was given to the upper part of tlie 
building, leaving some fifty thousand 
dollars on the desks and counters. It is 
but fair to say here that the conspirators 
would not allow a single coin or l)aiik 
bill to 1)6 touc;lieci. Tlie city was im- 
mediately alarmed and the troops 
marched to the bank, but its doors were 
barricaded and they could not efTect an 
entrance. Demonstrations were made 
in other parts of the city by the Armeni- 
ans. Revolvers seem to be the only 
weapons used by the reviilnli(jnista, and 
bointja the only otln-r nutans of destruc- 
tion. 

The enraged Turks tilled the streets. 
Their anger was directed, not against the 
men who had invaded and taken posses- 
sion of the Ottoman bank, Ijiit against 
the unarmed Armenians whom they 
met in tlii! streets, or who (led for safety 
to their dwellings. Theae were killeil 
indiscriminately. Tliey do not seem to 
have offered any resistance. They were 
knocked on the liead and their throats 
were cut as if they were beasts to tie 
slaughtered. " All night," says tlie ac- 
count in tlie Times, " the Maliomeiian 
))opulace took fre(^ vengeance on the 
Armenians, murdering, wrecking 
houses and pillaging sliopfj, while the 
auttiorities exercised no restraint u|)on 
them. The number of persons killed 
between Wednesday and Sunday is esti- 
r.iated by the Embassies at between 
6,000 and (i.OOO, largely belonging to the 
class of street porters. About 1,000 
more are miaaing. Tlie rioting con- 
tinued from Wednesday until Sunday." 

Singular to say, that while innocent 
and unoU'eniling Armenians were lieiiig 
butchered by the thousand, the men 
who caused the disturbance were out of 
danger, with no fear of Ijoing punished 
for the dreadful crime they 
had committed, and the awful 
slauglit'ir they had causeil Tliey lield 
the tiank against alt assailants. Some 
of them were killed, wiienever they 
showed themselves, by the soldiers wlio 
surrounded the building, but the sur- 
vivors with bombs repelled all attacks. 
At midniglit ttiey found means to com- 
municate witli tlie Russian ICnihassy and 
tlio t)ank oflicials. They oll'ered to evac- 
uate the building if ttioir lives were 
spared and they were put in a place of 
safety. These terms were agreed to and 
the fifteen survivors of the twenty-live 
who took possession of the bank were 
escorted to Sir K. Vincent's yacht, lying 
at Kadikeni, whence they were to take 
passage to JIarseilles. 

Sir Edgar Vincent was afraid that il 
the Armenians wore driven to despair 
they would blow up the bank, thereby 
causing ^reat loss of property and the 
lives of eighty men of the bank staff, 
whom the Armenians had retailed as 
hostages. The Times, commenting on 
the terms allowed the men wtio had 
been the cause of the disturbance, says: 
' " The result proved the wisdom of 
choosing a bank for their fortress. Had

desirous to settle tlie school question by 
wtiat they designate conciliation. Peo- 
ple who are not so fond of pretty names 
for things as the Leader of the Govern- 
ment, are Ijeginning to call tlie process 
t)y a plainer and a coarser name. It 
was supposed a little wtiile ago tiiat tlio 
conciliation had been very nearly ef- 
fected, but it turns out that the means 
used' were not conciliatory enough, and 
that, such as tbey were, they were not 
property applied. Ttie Xor' Wester, in 
describing the situation, uses terms 
which are not pleaaim; to the very deli- 
cate ears of the politi(;al purists of tlie 
(.iovernment, t)ut it will tiave to be ad- 
mitted tliat, coarae as they aie, they are 
tlie only ones by wliich tlie transaction 
can De property described. This is what 
it says : 

Ttie settlement of the school question 
is evidently the price of the portfolio, 
and if the latter is to tie otjtained by Mr. 
Hifton he must effect tlie settlement of 
the former. Mr. Greenway is apparently 
not in any hurry. lie has nothing to 
gain, but on the contrary stands to 
lose if he does not remain con- 
sistent with the jiosition which he has 
tieretofoio occupied in opposition to 
separate sclioota. The other mem hers 
of tlio government are in precisely tlu; 
same position, with tlie excejition of 
Attorney-General Sifton, wlio lia.s ttie 
portfolio of the Interior in aight, and 
who is naturally extremely anxious, for 
selfish motives, that a settlement should 
be reached. Mr. Laurier is shrewd 
enough to, or possibly is in such a 
position that he must, demand the de- 
livery of till' goods tiefore paying the 
jirice for tiieni. So tons: as Mr. (ireen- 
way and the other members of Ids gov- 
ernment, therefore, decline to jiut Mr. 
Sifton in a position to deliver, there ap- 
pears to be no probability that a Minis- 
ter for the Interior will be appointed. 

It is very unkind and not quite polite 
in the Nor'-Wester to talk of a " price '' 
in connection witti the conciliation ne- 
gotiations, antl it is actually vulgar 
when il uses the plirase "delivery of the 
goods." Tlio idea of placing the trans- 
action on so low a level as that of bar. 
gain and sale must be moat distasteful 
to high-iiiinded )iatriots like Messrs, 
Laurier, Sifton and .Martin, but it ap- 
jiears in that light to tlie Xor'- \\'ester 
and, we fear, to a good many others. 
There is, we have to admit, a very great 
descent from Mr. Laurier's sweet t.ilk 
ahojt " sunny waya " and "concilia- 
tion " to the act of tempting ministers 
to be false to their professions and their 
pledges by dangling the position ot cab- 
inet minister before their eyes, but as 
everyone knows the conlrast between 
theory and practice is often very striking 
and deplorably great. The jiatriotic 
orator who expresses high and pure 
sentiment from the platform is, one 
would suppose, a very different person 
from the political Mephistopholes who 
to gain liis own ends artfully ofl'crs a 
moat teni])tint; biihe to a servant of the 
people to betray the trust they have c 
lided in him. Yet it is iiiipusailile to 
denv ttiat the lion. Witfriil Laurier has 
acted in both ttiese roles. 



really alarmed. Fortunately it has 
lieen found ttiat dynamite in the lianda 
of traitors and ijlotters is not so very for- 
midable. It often turns out to tje more 
dangerous to the plotter than to the pub- 
lic. It is, it appears, very difficult to use it 
without being discovered. The manu- 
facture of bombs cannot be carried on 
for any length of lime in any place witti- 
out tliscovery, and the men who carry 
bombs are surprisingly soon spotted by 
the police. It is many years now since 
society and civilization were threatened 
with desttuction by means of dynamite, 
yet the fears of the timid have not been 
realized. Some horrible ninrdera have 
been committed by means of the explos- 
ive, tint the wliolesale destruction of life 
and property once talked about and 
feared lias not taken place and is not 
liketj to take place. 

The men who have recourse to dyna- 
mite to carry out their designs are de- 
spised aa well as bated and feared. 
Those who to eUect a political change 
or a social revolution are ready, secretly 
and suddeiilv, to destroy the lives of in- 
nocent persons— women and ehildreu — 
as well aa tlie men who are actively op- 
posed to them, are regarded with horror 
by all persona of rightly constituted 
minds. The wonder to us has been tliat 
the communities in wliich dynamite out- 
rages are attempted do not ri?e against 
the dynamitora and destroy them tike 
vermin. If lynch law is under any cir- 
cumstance excusable it is in the case of 
men known to use tlynaniito to effect 
tlieir purposes. Ttiey have, one would 
supjiose, iilaced ttieiiisel ves outside tlio 
l)ale of human sympatliy. They are 
mouBters of cruelty, whom, wlien ttiey 
are sane, it seems almost a crime to pity, 
llajipily the dynamiters lately discover- 
ed in Belgium have been arrested be- 
fore lln^y were able to put their plans in- 
to e^ecu^on. It is to be hoped that \

An Exact Science— Vessels of tlie 
Futurfi to Have More Com- 
plete Equipment. 



(Now York TimeB Sunday Bupiilcmeiit.) 

All men-of-war of the future will be 
operated and controlled by the touch of 
an electric button. Thia is the imprea- 
■ion forced upon the visitor to the Uni- 
ted States oniisers and biittlesliipa wlii«h 
have been lying in tlio harbor for the 
last week or two. Everytiiiiig on board 
seems to be done by electricity. Signals 
are sent, the vessels are steered, the 
guns are fired, ventilation is secured; in 
fact, all concerted actions, unless it be 
those of the cook, seem to be connected 
in some way with an electric correal. 
Even the "cook may be forced to lose 
some of his old individuality, for eli'iii Ih 
are iiiiikiiif: to introduce electric f;;alloys 
on board our w;ir vessels. Ono iuiporL- 
ant ilepartiiienL in the ni;inav:i'nu iiL of 
men-of-war, that of prooellin'j; the vos- 
eel, ia yi;t under the (ioniination of «teaui 
but it is not an unt^nfe |)ro))liecy lo as- 
sert that an eleetrically propelled war 
Tessel is an arhie venient of the not very 
distant inlnre. Of eourt-o there must 
needs be an initial steam plant to give 
incentive to the electrical current gener- 
ators, but the electrical equipment in the 
propelling department wdl surely

in the time lo eonie. Then the roiii- 
plaint now matie as to the searcily of 
naval engineers will no lonf;er be heard, 
The naval olUeer of the present day is, 
in many respects, a hifih-elass electri- 
cian, lie is compelled to he such l,>y the 
nature of hia surroundiniza. In the okl 
days the commander of a vessel in action 
endeavored to be so far as possible the 
Boul of his sliip. He was here, there, 
and everywhere, inspiring those operat- 
ing the various departments, seeing that 
hia subordinates carried out his every 
order, and keeping his men to tlie stick- 
ing point by thrusting bis perBonal man- 
"netism into" the thickest of the fight. Jt 
ia different witli the naval commander 
of the present day. He is even morethe 
BOul of hia fillip than was his predeces- 
sor in the days of sails, but lie accom- 
plishes his ])urpoKe iu a diU'erent and 
more highly interealinj^ manner. On the 
eve of going into aeiion lie enscoriceH 
himself in a conning tower, which is an 
armored turret situated higli above the 
deck, so as tocomnianil an uiiobstracted 
view of every tiling. Jlere, without onc^e 
leaving his position, ho can perform

to gaining a battle. Ho can shoot oil" 
every gun, cause hia vessel to kg for- 
ward or backward, eteer her in any 
direction, and, in fact, see everything, 
do everything, and make hia presence 
everywhere felt by the mere ojieratiou 
of a set of electrical instrumenta in front 
of him. 

, The battle of the future must I'e, in a 
measure, a one-man battle, not only in 
abstract, but in actual practice. The 
minor responaibilitiea in naval baltlea 
are being lessened by the perfection lo 
which the electrical system is being 
brought, putting as it does the perform- 
ance of the principal events into tlie 
hands of one man. Naturally, many of 
the instruments to be found in a con- 
ning tower merely transmit signals to 
the minor otlicera for the carrying out of 
orders, but the very uct of carrying out 
these orders also telB;;rapha the fact of 
its performance back to the conning 
tower. For instance, on the I m liana, 
which has the heat electrical e(iuii)inent 
of all our naval vessels, the otlicer in 
charge, when desirous of altering the 
direction the vessel ia pursuing, merely 
reaches to an electrical indicator within 
the conning tower or on the bridge and 
turns it as man^ points to port or star- 
board as he desires the helm to go.

notea the fact on another indicator in 
front of him, and instantly turns the 
wheel to the det-ired position. The mo- 
ment the wheel is turned, tlio fact is re- 
corded on a dial in front of the officer 
who has transniitt(!(l the command, and 
who knows instantly whether his order 
has been carried out or not. Situated iu 
varions parts of the Indiana are a num- 
ber of helm telegraphs, which show on 
dials the exact position of the helm, bo 
that aiiyliody may know the direction 
the shij) ia pursuing. 

The modern st^archlightof our men-of- 
war, beaidea being supplied with an elec- 
tric ligliting current, is also ojierateil bv 
motora, which turn it in all directions, 
and which are ligurutively worked liy a 
touch of the button. The engine njorn 
is practically c(jntrolled from the I'oii- 
ning tower or from the bridge on the 
vessel. It is operated in much the same 
way as the helm telegraph. In front of 
the officer in charge is a dial, on one 
side of which is the word " Aliead "; on 
the other the word " Back." Groupe<l 
under these heads are the words " Slow," 
"Half Speed," "Full Speed," and 
"Stop." By turning the dial ooint in 
tfront of any of these directions the offic- 
er in charge is enabled to

of the vessel. The moment his orders 
are executed by the engineer the fact i'l 
automatically telegraphed liack to him 
on a corresiionding dial. There are also 
other dials in various parts of the sb ip 
which constantly show in which direc- 
tion the propeller is turning. Further- 
more, on these dials the exact number of 
revolutions per minute made by the 
screw is also recorded. Of course the 
otlicer in cliarge canlransmil an order 
for any number of revolutions. 

The range-lindiiig ai)paratus for oper- 
ating the guiKs if) also an electrical in- 
BtruiKivit. As it costs ifTOO each time a 
thirteen-incli gun ia tired, it is very 
important, if only from an economical 
standpoint, that no hIioIh shall l)u wast- 
ed. The distance from the vessel to any 
object at which it ia dcKirablo to lire is 
determined by the use of two telescopes 
and an electrical compensating appara- 
tus which records the exactdistance on a 
dial fixed for the purpose in the conning 
tower. The telescopes are permanently 
situated upon pe<leBtal3 about forty-two 
yards apart. As the telescopes are 
turned from side to side, the action

' iOSiS OP THE " TONQTIIN." 

To THE EniTon: — Referring to recent 
correspondence re the loss of the Ton- 
quiii I have been hopinp; that some one 
would allude to the detailed account of 
this disaster piven by Mr. Rosa Cox, a 
Dublin barrister, in his interesting book 
published about 1S20. I read this work 
when residing at Barkerville in 1SC9 
and at that time frequently discussed 
the contenta with Mr. James A. Gru- 
hame and Mr. John M. Wark, who were 
" in Cariboo " like myself in those days, 
and I believe either of those gentlemen 
(now in Victoria) could state where 
a copy of this interesting publication 
cnuld bo found — I am under the impres- 
-sion that only one cojiy of thia book was 
ia British Columbia, and 1 think it be- 
longed to Chief Factor Ogdon, of , Stuart's 
lake, or the head of the Hudson Bay Co. 
lU Alexandria. I trust it will not be 
lost sight of, as Mr. Cox gave a moat in- 
terenting tlescription oi his jounioydown 
the FruKor river eighty years ago, and a 
grapliic account of a large battle that 
took place between Indians about that 
period— where the town of Quesnelle 
now stands — at least this was my con- 
clusioa at the_^time I read the book, as 
the flgbt was dftcribed as taking place 
where a swift river joined the larger one 
about 400 miles from the t^ea. 

Although it ia ~7 veara since I read 
Mr. Ivoss Cor.'a work, 1 recollect ho de- 
voles several pai^eo to de^ciibing the 
disaster to the Ton(iuin; he states 
tliiit the decks were crowded 
with natives, wdio swarmtid on 
board ostensibly for trading purjioses, 
but at a given signal commenced to 
iniiasacre the crew, who were all killed 
on the upper deck, with tho exception 
of one or two who got down to tlie lower 
hold, where they remained for some 
hours. Seeing escape impossible, how- 
ever, thoy hud a fuse to the powder 
magazine, and managed to' get out of a 
window or porthole at the stern of the 
H(d before the explosion occurred. 
i)ni: of the men, in tho confusion that 
fellmved tho blowing up of the vesse 
nauiagi'd to get on shore, but was soon 
after killed by the Indians. Sutdi was 
Mr. Cox's version, or rather the main 
fact.s, which are quite likely to be cor- 
reot.as he was in the vicinity a few years 
after the event and doubtless interviewr 
ed eye-witnesses of the idowdng np of 
Touquin.

Shu was feeling her w-ay through 
very dense fog anil smoke at (|Uarter 
speed w-heu she suddenly urounded, 
seemingly dragging her length over one 
rock and resting by the bow- on a sec- 
ond. It was il o'ldock in the mornitii: 
when the aceideut ocein-red, and the tide 
was then laliiiig. There w-a,s no confu- 
diuii on board, and although the shock 
to the vessel had created considerable 
alarm to tlie crew no time was lost in 
saving the ship as much as posaible, her 
captain having a topmast and other such 
timbers placed to receive a portion of 
the vessel's weight as her buoy- 
ancy diminished with the falling of 
the" tide. T'he lowest water was at 
noon, when the ship had a list of irii._, 
dej;rees. Three o'ehjck, ho',\ever, saw 
her again lintl her natural )ioaitioii, and 
with little ditliiuilty she moved oil' her 
" perch " into deep water. Divers w-ere 
immediately sent lielow to examine the 
damage sustained but their re|iort made 
privately to the captain has not yet been 
imblished. It is stated by the i:iew- o( 
the vessel, how-ever, that tin: ship is 
taking in water at the rate of two inches 
every four hours. This is not sulliei- 
ently great to make it iiece.=sary for the 
vessel to enter dock immediately, but it 
is understood she w-ill go on the blocks 
next Tuesday.

THE WHEEL. 
DEE.MI.NG AND WOLFF THE WIKNERS. 

By arranging simultaneous amateur 
and professional races over the same 
coarse, a test was had yesterday of the 

relative strength on the road of Albert 
Deeming, the professional champion of 
the )jrovince, and iM-iiest A. Wolll', thii 
repriisentative amateur of the V.W.C. at 
the jnesent time. There were ottiers in 
the races, and strijng riders, too, but the 
struggle for the honor of establishing a 
record for tho course lay virtually be- 
tween the men named. Incidentally 
Fred Ilumber, mounted on a heavy road 
wheel entirely unsuitable even for road 
racing, surprised his best friends as well 
as everyone else in the running — it is 
not unlikely that ho surjiriaed himself. 
'Thecourse was straightaway from thecity 
to Sidney, a distance of about 18 miles, 
and for this distance a mark of 1 :07.15 
was made bv Deeming, and an amateur 
record of 1 :07.30 by Wolfi". 

The races were markecl by no serious 
accidents ; the road was in Al condition ; 
through the relative position of railway 
and roail the spectators from tho citv 
were enabled tin-ougli tho courtesy of 
tho railway conijiany to watch the 
race at its most interesting stages 
from tlie comfortable vantage 
ground oi luxurious cushions in tho 
])asseiiger coaches. From the spectators' 
standpoint a better course for road racing 
could not bo asked for. When theiieop.lo 
become actiuaintod svith tho facilities at 
command of the railway company in this 
regard they will, no doubt, extend lib- 
eral jiatronage to future contests on 
similar lines. In many ways a road race 
is more interesting to the general public 
than a track event, inasmuch aa it ia 
moreof an unknown quantity ; the popu- 
larity of this branch of the sjiort cannot 
but be increased with each auccessivo 
race if all are like that of yesterilay. 

The atari w-as made fron'i the V. it S. 
depot on Hillside avenue sharp at 2 :05 
o'clock, although there wore as usual 
several late comers among the riders 
and these were shut out of the racing by 
their own tardiness. For the profes- 
sional race the starters w-ere Deeming 
and J^BVoy ; and for the amateur, Wolff, 
Humbor and Hunter. The two classes 
rode in conii)nny, Hunber " tacking on " 
to the chanipioii'a rear wheel with the 
long head of a veteran, and WolIT also 
taking his work from the Wellington 
flyer. At the first railway • crossing 
Deeming was riding in front— making 
theipaca on a roud be hkd never seen' be- 
. , ,ior£-;wi|ih Wolflf second and Humbert 
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third, the trio having shaken off the 
others thus early in the game. 

At the Royal Oak, the roughest five 
miles of the course having been covered 
in 14 minutes, the three were ntill to- 
gi'ther, and at Saanichton (I'J milen (lui ) 
Deemini; and Wolff had not yet shaken 
oil' tho lad w-ho (iarrieii the uood wishes 
of the crowd. The train reaciied .Sidney 
just in Convenient time fur the finish — 
for w-hich the long stretidi from the 
main road is an ideal cour.'-e. Ilumber 
unluckily fell at the turn hall a mile 
from home, and though he phickily re- 
mounted he ('ould not make up the dis- 
tance Wolir had gained iiiioii him in the 
interval. lieeming crossed tlio line 
first, winning the professional event in 
1.07:15, Ilia rival Leroy UnisliilK in 
1.21. WolfTled Humber home by 9 few- 
seconds in 1.07 :30. Hunter, who bad 
stopped to investigate the contents of a 
friendly orchard, completed the dis- 
tance in 1.42. There being lint oiiu 
prize in the profeaaioniil class (^lo). 
Deeming had it all to liimsidf. The
